East Kentucky Power Cooperative, Iiic. (“EIQC”) liereby submits lo the 

Kentucky Public Service Comiiiission (the “Co~iuiiissioii”) its comments regarding the 

Petition for Rehearing, filed in this case on December 12, 2007 by ICentucky Industrial 

Utility Customers, Iiic. (“IUUC”), as follows: 

1. EIQC iiiteiyrets the IUUC Petition as a request for rehearing by the 

Commissioii of the single issue of the allocation methodology for tlie filial iiicrease 

granted in this case, and for adoption of tlie allocation methodology proposed in this case 

by KZUC witness Kevin Higgiiis in Prepared Testimony filed on July 6, 2007. 

2. EKPC aiid the Attoiiiey Geiieral agseed with ICIUC to such an allocation 

metliodology in tlie Joint Stipulatioii that was filed with the Coiiimission on August 3 1, 

2007, aiid EKPC contiiiues to believe that such an allocation on base demand reveiiues is 

a reasonable basis for the apportioiiineiit of tlie filial rate iiicrease granted in this case. 

3. EIQC agrees with the characterization in the KIUC Petition of the ratioiiale for 

EWC’s original proposed allocation, aiid of EICPC’s agreement, in tlie course of 

settlement discussions, to adopt tlie allocation method proposed by KTIJC. 



4. EKPC wishes to advise the Coininission that it does not dispute the factual 

statements regarding EKPC which are made by ICIUC in its Petition, that it does not 

oppose the KIUC Petition for Rehearing, and that it would not object to a rehearing on 

the single issue of ICITJC’s proposed allocation of the filial rate increase, or tlie allocation 

of the final increase granted in this case 011 the basis of KITJC’s proposal.
